DETAILED ACTION 



L Receipt of the Amendment filed May 23 2003 amending claims 27, 32 and 36 are 
acknowledged. Claims 1-46 remain pending in the application and are presented to be 
examined upon their merits. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed May 23, 2003 regarding claims 27-46 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. The 35 USC § 101 rejection of claims 27-46 within 
previous office action dated January 04, 2003 is maintained. It is requested that the applicant 
present claim language within the preamble and the body of the claim(s) that include a 
computer and/or computer structure(s) as discussed in the personal interview dated April 09, 
2003 to overcome rejections made using Ex Parte Bowman. 

As per agreement in the personal mterview, the 35 USC § 112 rejection of claim 2 is 
rescinded. The 35 USC § 112 rejection of claims 5 and 13, upon further consideration, are 
also rescinded. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-26 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose whether alone or in combination an automated 
trading system for use in an electronic exchange system network that includes decision making 
logic using at least a portion of the received market price information and the transaction value 
to generate a decision whether to submit an order for the first traded item; and an output 
interface for output.
